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HIS  Institution  originated  in  the  acknowledged^ 
and  growing  insufficiency  of  the  accomodations  for 
the  reception^  and  cure  of  Diseased  Poor,  the  number 
of  whom  has  for  some  years  past,  increased  beyond  the 
natural  proportion,  of  the  population,  by  the  almost  con- 
tinual arrival  and  passage  of  emigrants  through  the 
city.  ,0 

It  was  therefore  proposed  to  endeavour  to  raise  by  vo- 
luntary Subscription,  the  means  of  building  an  Hospital 
sufficient  tor  this  purpose.  This  has  succeeded  beyond 
the  most  sanguine  expectation :  and  although  a  consid- 
erable sum  has  been  expended  beyond  the  means  deri- 
ved from  that  source,  yet  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  the 
deficiency  will  hereafter  be  made  up  by  those  well  dis- 
posed in  the  cause  of  humanity.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Made  and  established  by  the  Directors  of  the  Montreal 
General  HOSPITAL,  for  the  government  of  the 
Officers^  Members,  Patients  and  Servants  of  the 
Hospital,  passed  on  the  29^^'  daij  of  April,  One  Thou- 
sand Eight.  Hundred  and  Twenty-two. 

Be  it  ordered  by  the  Directors  of  The  Montreal  General 
Hospital,  that  tiie  following  Rules  and  Regulations  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  made  and  established  as  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  said  Hospital;  and  that  all  other  Rules  and 
Regulations  heretofore  made,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 


CHAPTER  L      ' 

Of  the  Election  of  Directors  and  Officers. 

1. — Every  person  who  has  contributed  to  the  Erection  of  the 
Hospital,  or  who  shall  hereafter  contribute  to  the  Funds  of  the 
Hospital,  £25  or  upwards,  and  shall  pay  annually  towards  its 
support  a  contribution  of  £3.^  shall  be  a  Director  for  life. 

2. — Every  person  who  has  contributed,  or  who  shall  hereafter 
contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  under  £*S5,  and  not  less 
than  J*  10,  and  shall  pay  annually  £^{0  the  support  of  the  Hos- 
pital, may  be  elected  a  Director. 
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£.-— Every  person  who  has  contributed,  or  shall  hereafter 
contribute  towards  the  Funds  ot  the  Hospital,  ^5  or  more,  and 
shall  pay  annually  ^1  or  more  towards  its  support,  shall  be^ 
cornea  Member  of  the  Institution,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  the  election  of  Directors. 

4. — The  Votes  shall  be  given  in  the  ratio  of  the  contributions, 
(that  is  one  vote  for  each  ^5-  contributed,)  provided,  that  no 
person  shall,  in  any  case,  be  entitled  to  mure  than  tea  Votes. 

o.^'Thc  whole  number  of  Directors,  including  those  for  life, 
shall  in  no  case,  be  less  than  Twenty-six. 

6. — The  Directors  elect  (whose  number  shall  not  be  less  than 
thirteen)  shall  be  chosen  from  among  those  who  have  paid 
towards  the  building  of  the  Hospital,  or  who  shall  hereafter 
contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  same,  at  least  Ten  Pounds,  Halifax 
Currency,  and  under  Twenty-live  Pounds,  and  pay  annually  for 
its  support  Two  Pounds  or  more. 

7. — No  person  shall,  in  any  case,  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
Director,  unless  he  be  resident  in  the  city  or  parish  of  Mon- 
treal. 

8. — No  new  Subscriber  or  Contributor  shall  have  a  right  to 
vote  at  any  election  of  Directors,  unless  he  or  she  shall  have 
paid  his  or  her  Subscription,  contribution  or  Donation,  at  least 
three  months  previous  to  the  said  election. 

9. — ^The  Poll  of  the  Election  for  Directors  shall  be  opened  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  in  each 
and  every  year,  in  the  Committee-room  of  the  Hospital,  at  11 
o'clock,  A.  M.  and  closed  at  3  o'clock,  p.  m.  of  the  same  day  ;  at 
which  Poll  two  Inspectors,  appointed  by  the  Directors  for  the 
preceding  year,  shall  preside ;  and  every  person  voting  at  the 
said  Election  ^except  ladies  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  by 
proxy  on  giving  a  written  authority  containing  their  ballots  res- 
pectively, J  shall  personnally  then  and  there  appear,  and  deli- 
ver to  the  aforesaid  Inspectors,  a  Ballot  contaicdug  the  names  of 
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thirteen  persons,  or  more,  as  the  caw  may  be,  as  Directors  for 
the  ensuing  year ;  and  the  Inspectors  shall  depo.  it  in  a  box,  all 
ballots,  so  delivered,  and  shall  insert  the  names  of  the  persons  so 
voting  in  a  poll  list,  kept  by  them  for  the  purpose;  and  when 
the  Poll  of  such  Election  shall  be  closed,  the  Inspectors  slial! 
op<'n  aud  count  the  said  Ballots,  and  shall  openly  declare  to  the 
Meeting,  the  names  of  tlie  persons  who  shall  be  found  to  have 
been  elected  by  the  majority  of  votes,  and  shall  deliver  a  certi- 
ficate thereof  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  forthwith  communicate 
the  same  to  the  persons  so  elected. 

10.— In  case  the  number  of  Directors  elected,  shall  at  any 
time,  by  death,  resignation,  absence,  neglect  of  duty,  or  refusal 
to  act  in  their  office,  be  less  than  thirteen,  or  in  case,  by  any  of 
those  causes,  the  whole  number  of  Directors  shall,  at  any  timc> 
be  less  than  twenty-six,  an  extraordinary  Meeting  of  Directors 
shall  then  be  called,  in  manner  hereinafter  provided,  to  be  held 
in  the  Committee-room  of  the  Hospital  within  not  more  than 
thirty,  and  not  less  than  ten  days  after  such  vacancy  or  vacan- 
cies shall  have  occurred. 

11.— The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  or  in 
their  absence,  any  two  persons  appointed  by  the  Directors,  shall 
be  Inspectors  of  every  extraordinary  Election,  which  shall  be 
conducted  and  declared  in  like  manner  as  the  annual  election 
herein  before  mentioned. 

IS. — The  Directors  elect  shall,  at  the  first  Meeting  after 
their  election,  or  by  letter  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  one 
day  at  least,  previous  to  such  Meeting,  declare  their  willingness 
to  act  in  their  office,  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  thereof.

niAPTEU  II. 

Of  The  Dinclors. 

1.— A  MoL'lini;  of  the  Board  of  Direr  I  ors  shall  be  held,  in 
<hc  Committee  Room  of  tlio  Flospitiil,  on  tlic  first  Tuesday  in 
Februarys  on  the  first  Tuesdaj'  in  May,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
August,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  November  in  each  year. 
A  IVIcoliiitrofthe  Board  shall  also  bo  held  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  May  of  each  and  every  year,  which  shall  be  called  Staled 
Meetinns — nil  others  bcin^  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
Special  or  Extraordinary  Meetings. 

i?. — Any  two  Directors  by  application  to  the  President,  or  in 
Iiis  absence,  to  the  Vice  President,  with  his  concurrence, 
shall  have  power  to  call  a  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors^ 
i^iving  at  least,  one  day's  notice  thereof. 

3. — The  President,  or  Vice  President  shall  cause  the 
Secretary  to  state,  in  the  Advertisement,  calling  such  special 
Meeting,  the  business  to  be  laid  before  it. 

4. — Seven  Directors  with  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
the  Vice  President,  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  shall  have  power  to 
transact  ail  business  relating  to  the  Hospital  according  to  the 
existing  Rules  and  Regulations. 

5. — At  the  Meeting  of  Directors  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
JMay  in  each  and  every  year,  they  shall  Elect,  by  ballot,  from 
among  themselves,  a  President,  a  Wcv.  President,  a  Treasurer 
and  a  Committee  of  management,  composed  of  i\\'(:t — any  three 
of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  who  shall  remain  in  ofllcc  one  }car 
from  the  date  of  their  appointment.  They  shall  also  elect  a  Se  \ 
cretary  and  Purveyor. 

6. — The  Directors  shall  have  power,  at  any  ordinary,  or 
extraordinary  Meeting,  to  appoint,  by  Ballot,  sucli  Officer  or 
,  Officers,  and  fix  their  salaries,  ar-  they  may  at  any  time  find 
necessary  for  the  management  of  the  Hospital. 
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7.— They  Khnll  also  nppoint  a  Matron  or  Housekoepr r,  and 
fix  her  Salary,  whoHhuU  remain  in  office,  as  loii^r  hh  she  con- 
tiiiuesto  discharge  properly  the  duties  of  the  said  otlicc. 

8. They  shall  have  power,  and  it  shull  be  their  tluty  to  ap- 
point at  the  Meeting,  on  thesecond  Tuesday  of  May,  in  each  and 
every  year,  a  sufficient  number  of  persons  to  procure  Subscrip- 
tions for  the  support  of  the  Hospital ;  and  to  collect  the  same— « 
the  persons  appointed  Collectors  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  all  nmniesso  collected  on  or  before,  the  last  Tues- 
day of  March,  in  each  and  every  year :  they  shall  also  severally, 
deliver  to  the  Secretary  a  list  of  the  Subscriptions  received, 
with  a  list  of  those  yet  unpaid,  and  specify  therein  the  names 
of  the  Sul)scribers,  the  amount  of  their  several  Subscriptions, 
and  the  dates  of  the  payment  thereof. 

9. — Two  of  the  Directors  shall  in  rotation  Visit  the  Hospital 
at  least  twice  a  week. 

10. — If  any  Officer,  or  the  l^Talron  shall  at  any  time  become 
unfit  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  or  her  Office,  or  shuU  misde- 
mean  himself,  or  herself,  in  his,  or  her  Office,  contrary  to  any  of 
the  Rules  or  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  the  Couiniittee  of 
management,  or  any  Director,  or  Officer  may  lodge  a  Com- 
plaint, in  writing,  ajiainst  such  Officer  or  Matron  to  the  Board  of 
Directors,  at  their  first  Meeting  after  the  alledged  misdemeanor  ; 
but  if  the  next  meeting  shall  be  more  than  fifteen  days  aflei 
such  Complaint,  an  extraordinary  Meeting  shall  be  called,  as 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  direct ;  and  the  Directors  shall  cause 
the  Secretary  to  give  notice  to  the  party  or  parties  Complained 
of,  and  to  the  party  or  parties  complaining  ;  and  the  Directors 
shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  after  hearing  both 
parties,  if  they  find  sufficient  cause,  to  remove  by  ballot  the 
person  or  persons  so  complained  of. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

Of  (lie  President  and  Vice  President. 

1. — The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  President, 
witli  the  concurrence  of  two  Directors,  may  call  a  Meeting  of 
Directors,  whenever  he  shall  think  it  necessary,  giving,  at  least, 
one  day's  notice  thereof. 

2. — The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice  President,  or 
in  their  absence,  any  member  who  may  be  elected  by  a  majority 
of  those  present,  shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

3. — At  all  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  every  person 
shall,  in  speaking,  address  himself  to  the  President,  who  shall 
propose  all  questions ;  and  if  a  difference  or  dispute  shall  arise 
on  any  question  brought  before  the  Board  of  Directors,  such 
question  shall  be  fairly  stated  by  the  President,  and  shall  then 
be  determined  by  ballot  (if  two  of  the  members  require  it,)  and, 
if,  in  any  case,  the  Voles  be  equal,  the  President  shall  have  the 
casting  vote. 

4.—- The  President  shall  not  refuse  to  propose  any  que^tipn. 
nor  shall  he  dissolve  or  adjourn  any  Meeting,  without  the  con- 
sent of  a  majority  of  the  said  Meeting,  until  the  business  thereof 
be  finished  ;  and  in  case  of  his  refusing  to  propose  any  question, 
or  his  attempting  to  dissolve  or  adjourn  the  Meeting,  the  Ma- 
jority present  shall  have  power  to  constitute  and  appoint  any 
member  to  act  as  President,  in  the  same  manner,  as  if  the  Presi- 
dent w«re  absent. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

1.— The  Treasurer  shall  give  such  security  as  maybe  required 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  due  accounting  for,  and  pay- 
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ment  of  the  monies,  which  he  shall  receive,  from  time  to  time,  for 
the  use  of  the  HospitaL 

^. — He  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title-deeds,  docu- 
ments, and  other  papers,  relating  to  the  property  of  the 
Hospital. 

3.— He  shall  also  receive  all  monies  belonging  to  the  Hos- 
pital, and  pay  out  the  whole,  or  any  part  thereof,  on  receipt  of  a 
written  order  from  the  Committee  of  management,  but  not  other- 
wise. 

4. — He  shall  deliver  to  the  Secretary,  seven  days  at  least, 
previous  to  the  general  Annual  Meeting,  held  on  the  first  Tues- 
day of  May,  in  each  and  every  year,  a  full  statement  of  all  his 
Accounts  with  the  Vouchers,  for  the  preceding  year,  to  be  laid 
before  the  said  Meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Of  the  Secretary, 

I. — The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  Meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  Meeting, 
and  transcribe  the  same  into  a  book. 

2. — He  sliall  at  each  Meeting  of  the  Board  read  the  procee^ 
dings  of  tlie  last  Meeting. 

3 — He  shall  keep  another  Book,  into  which  he  shall  transcribe 
all  the  minutes,  which  the  Committee  of  management  may  direct 
to  be  delivered  to  him,  of  the  proceedings  of  each  of  their 
Meetings. 

4. — Through  him  all  communications,  of  whatsoever  nature, 
shall  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  by  him,  from  the 
said  Board,  to  the  Public,  or  any  department  of  the  Hospital. 

5. — He  shall,  within  two  days  after  the  election  of  the  Direc- 
tors or  other  Officers  of  the  Hospital;  give  notice  Iheieof  to  the 
ditierent  persons  so  elected. 
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6.— On  the  day  preceding  each  and  every  Meetin*  of  thef 
Board  ot  Directors  (special  or  Stated )  it  shall  be  bis  duty,  to 
send  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  Meeting,  to  each 
Director,  and  Medical  Officer  of  the  Hospital. 

7. — If  an  extraordinary  Meeting  be  appointed,  to  consider  of 
an  accusation  or  complaint,  preferred  against  any  Director  or 
Officer,  he  shall  give  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  party  or 
parties  accused,  or  complained  of,  and  to  the  party  ot  parties 
accusing,  or  complaining. 

8. — He  shall,  twenty  days  before  any  election  of  Directors,  or 
otlier  Officers,  hang  up  a  notice  in  the  Committee-room  of  the 
Hrtspital,  and  shall  state  therein  the  persons  entitled  to  be  elec- 
ted, and  the  qualifications  required  of  the  electors. 

9. — He  shall  on  the  Saturday  preceding  their  week  of  atten- 
dance, notify  the  same,  by  letter,  to  the  two  Weekly  Visiting 
Directors. 

10. — He  shall  keep  the  necessary  books  for  entering  all  the 
Transactions  of  the  Hospital,  and  abstracts  of  all  the  Accounts. 

II.— On  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  in  each  and  every  year, 
the  Secretary  shall  send  the  following  monitory  letter  to  each 
and  every  person,  whose  subscription  shall  then  be  in  arrear : —

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CHAPTER  VI. 

Of  the  Cummiltee  of  Management, 

1.— The  Committee  of  management  shall  meet,  at  the  Hospi- 
tal,  at  least,  once  a  week,  and  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty,  to  enquire  strictly  iiiv  le  domestic  economy  of 
the  house ;  to  order  all  things  necessary  for  the  same ;  to  en- 
quire into  the  conduct  of  the  Directors,  Officers,  >1atronand 
Servants  of  the  Hospital ;  to  examine  and  order  all  repairs  ;  to 
oversee  and  control  (as  far  as  they  have  authority  for  the  same 
by  the  Rnlcs  and  Regulations,)  every  thing  counected  with  the 
management  of  the  Hospital ;  to  audit,  inspect,  and  approve 
all  accounts,  and  to  order  payment  of  the  same  ;  and  to  report; 
by  the  Secretary,  a  stsitement  of  all  their  transactions  to  each 
quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

2. — They  shall  have  the  general  charge,  and  care  of  the 
property  of  the  Hospital ;  aud  shall  enforce  all  necessary  atten- 
tion to  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct. 

3. — They  shall  have  power,  by  applicafion  to  the  President, 
or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice  President,  to  call,  whenever  they 
think  it  necessary,  a  IVlceting  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

4. — They  shall,  at  their  Meetings,  make  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  which  they  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  transcribe  same  into  a  book. 

5, — They  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  dury,  to 
engage  and  discharge  all  servants  of  the  Hospital,  and  fix  thei^ 
wages.

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4. — At  each  visit,  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  attendance

may  deem  necessary,  to  the  House  Physician,  or  Surgeon,  Ma- 
tron, and  nurses.

^  6, — The  visiting  hours  shall  be  fixed  by  the  medical  board  of 
;  the  Hospital ;  that  the  Students  may  be  present  during  the  Vi- 
I  sits ;  and  that  the  hour  for  sendiug  patients  may  bc.made  known 
J  to  tlie  public.  * 

■      7 — If  any  Physician  or  Surgeon  be  prevented  from  attend- 
ing,  in  his  turn,  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  ^hall  procure 
some  other  Physician  or  Surgeon  of  the  Hospital  to  perform  the 
,'  duty  in  his  stead. 

S. — No  capital  operation  sliall  be  performed,  except  in  cases 
where  the  delay  might  be  dangerous,  without  calling  in  all 
the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  (ordinary  and  extraordinary,) 
belonging  to  the  Hospital ;  nor  without  the  concurrence  of  at 
^easttwoofthem. 

9. — Nothing  belonging  to  the  Medical  Department,  shall  be

i     10. — The  attending  Physician  or  Surgeon  shall,  on  the  ftrst

Jper,  visit  the  Apothecary's  Shop ;  see  that  it  is  kept  clean,  and 

in  good  order  ;  and  that  good  Medicines  Sec.  are  regularly  sup-

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next  meeting,  any  neglect  or  irregularity  whether  in  the  per 
sons  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  or  in  the  persons  furnishing  the 
afores^iid  articles.

12. — The  attending  Physician  or  Surgeon  shall  have  power 
to  dismiss  any  patient  or  patients,  who  shall  go  out  without 
leave,  be  guilty  of  Drunkenness,  or  profane  Swearing ;  or  who 
shall  otherwise  violate  any  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Hospital. 

IS. — Every  Physician  or  Surgeon,  who  shall  have  executed 
the  duties  of  his  office  in  the  Hospital  for  fifteen  years,  or  u\)- 
wards,  shall,  upon  his  Resignation,  be  of  right.  Physician  or 
Surgeon  extraordinary  to  Ihe  Hospital* 

15. — The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  extraordinary  shall  be 
called  to  all  consultations  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the  Hospital ; 
but  they  shall  not  interfere  with  the  ordinary  Medical  business 
of  the  house. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

0/  fh  Medical  Board. 


1. — The  five  Medical  officers,  attending  for  Montreal  Gener  a 
Hospital,  shall  collectively  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
*^  The  Medical  Board  of  the  Montreal  General  Hospital." 

S. — The  Medical  Board  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be 
their  ducy,  to  examine  all  candidates  for  the  offices  of  House 
Surgeon,  House  Physician,  Apothecary,  Clerks,  Dressers,  &c. 
belonging  to  tlie  Medical  Department  of  the  Hospital,  and 
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cscertaiii.  whether,  the  candidates  be  capable  of  enecut'ing  the 
dutiesof  the  respective  offices,  for  which  the  said  candidates 
may  have  applied, 

S — The  Baard  shall  communicate,  in  writing,  by  the  Secre- 
tary, to  the  Board  of  directors,  their  opinion  of  the  candidates. 

4 — They  shall  make,  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  '.<iy  re- 
quire, a  diet  table  for  the  patients. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Of  the  House  PJi^sician  and  Surgeon. 

1 . — No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  either  of  the  above  offices, 
unless  he  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  nor  until  he 
have  laid,  before  the  Board  of  Directors,  satisfactory  testimoni- 
als of  his  moral  ('haracter,  and  of  his  having  been  examined  by 
the  Medical  Board,  and  approved  by  them. 

2. — The  House  Physician  and  Surgeon  shall  visit  their  re- 
spective Wards,  at  least  once  every  Morning  and  Evening ;  and 
be  prepared  to  report  to  the  attending  Physician  or  Surgeon, 
as  the  case  may  be,  the  state  of  the  patients  since  the  last  vi^it ; 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  see  that  the  medicines  &c.  sent  to 
the  patients  be  regularly  taken,  and  adininistered  with  care, 
9,nd  without  delay. 

3 — No  Medicines,  Wine,  Spirits,  nor  any  other  thing,  shaH 
be  prescribed,  or  administered  ;  nor  shall  any  operation  be  per- 
formed, (except  in  urgent  cases)  without  the  special  direction 
of  the  attending  Physician  or  Surgeon  to  whom  such  cases, 
when  they  occur,  shall  l)e  immediately  reported. 

4. — In  any  case  of  a  dangerous  nature,  the  house  Physiciaii 
or  Surgeon  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  the  attending  Physi« 
cian  or  Surgeon,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  if  he  cannot  be  found| 
toany  of  tlie  other  Physicians  or  Surgeons  of  the  Hospital. 
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5. — They  sluill  allow  no  patient  to  be  removed  from  one  bed 
or  ward  to  another,  witiiout  the  order  or  permission  of  the  at- 
(endnijB^  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

6. — Neither  the  Hou^e  Physician  nor  Surgeon,  shall  have 
])ower  to  admit  or  discharge  any  patient ;  that  being  the  exclu- 
sive prerogative  of  the  attending  Pliysician  or  Surgeon. 

7. — They  shall  not  be  absent  during  the  visits,  and  when,  at 
any  other  time,  either  of  them  goes  out,  he  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  Matron,  and  state  where  he  is  to  be  found  during 
his  absence,  and  on  his  return  to  the  Hospital,  shall  make  it 
known  to  her. 

8. — In  no  case,  shall  they  both  be  absent,  at  the  same  time. 

9. — They  must  be  in  the  Hospital  at  a  seasonable  hour,  in 
the  Evening,  and  never  sleep  out  of  the  house,  without  permis- 
sion of  one  of  the  Medical  Board. 

10. — Tliev  shall  transact  no  other  business  than  that  of  the 
Hospital,  without  special  permission  from  the  Medical  Board. 

11. — The  house  Surgeon  shall  liavecluirge  of  all  the  Surgi- 
cal Instruments  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  same,  and  for  tlicir  good  order ;  and  he  shall  never  suf- 
fer them  to  be  lent,  or  used  out  of  the  Hospital. 

19. — The  house  Surgeon  shall  insert,  in  the  Case-book  under 
his  charge,  an  account  of  all  the  operations  performed  in  the 
Hospital,  and  by  v,hon\  performed. 

13. — The  house  Physician  or  Surgeon,  when  a  patient  is 
dismissed  for  irregular  conduct,  shall  immediately  notify  the 
Secretary  thereof. 

14. — The  house  Physician  and  Surgeon  ^hall  draw  up  a  Re- 
port of  the  state  and  number  of  the  patients,  admitted  and  dis- 
charged during  three  months  previous  to  each  quarterly  mee- 
ting of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  they  shall  deliver  the  same 
to  the  Secretary,  to  be  laid  before  the  said  board- 
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CHAPTER  XL 

Of  the  Jpolhecarj/, 

I. — No  person  shall  be  e'ii<?il)lc  to  the  olfice  of  Apothecary, 
unless  he  have  obtained  the  age  of  twenty  or»e  yours,  nor  until 
he  have  laid  before  the  Board  of  Directors  satisfactory  testimo- 
nials of  his  moral  character,  and  of  his  having  been  examined, 
and  approved  by  (he  Medical  Bonrd. 

^ — He  shali  compound,  and  make  up  all  the  Medicines  re- 
quired for  the  Hospital,  according' to  the  Formulie  from  time 
to  time,  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Board. 

3. — He  shall  d<^liver  no  Medicines,  which  aro  not  ordered  by 
the  Physician  or  Surgeon,  nor  shall  he  permit  any  Medicines  to 
be  taken  out  of  the  Hospital,  txcept  by  out  Patients. 

4 — He  shall  make  up  the  different  Medicines  for  the  Wards, 

and  annex  to  them  labels,  containing  tiic  names  of  the  Patients, 

and  the  directions  for  taking  them,  and  shall  send  the  Medi- 

<]  cines  to  the  different  Wards,  by  the  orderly  man,  who  shall  de- 

»    liver  the  same  to  their  respective  Nurses. 

5. — He  shall  regularly  attend  the  Sliop,  and  never  be  absent 
/;  without  permission ;  he  shall  keep  the  Shop,  and  every  thing 
\  appertaining  thereto,  clean  and  in  proper  order  ;  he  shall  also 
observe  strict  economy  in  all  and  every  thing  relating  to  his  de- 
partment, and  shall  be  particularly  careful  in  the  delivery  of 
Medicines,  &c.  for  the  Patients.  ' 

6. — He  shall  not  allow  any  Patient,  under  any  pretence  what- 
ever, to  enter  the  Shop.  .: 

7. — The  Apothecary  shall  give  a  Bond,  in  the  penalty  of  one 
hundred  pounds  currency,  as  a  security,  for  the  faithful  perfor* 
mance  of  the  duties  of  his  Office  ;  and  he  shall  not  cease  toper- 
form  the  said  duties,  without  giving,  to  the  Board  of  Directors, 
two  mouths  notice  of  his  leaving  his  employment. 
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CHAPTER  XII. 

Of  the  Dressers' 

].^.No  Student  shall  be  eligible  to  a  Drcsscrsliip,  unless  he 
have  served  elglitcen  montiis  mih  some  Medical  practitioner, 
and  have  attended  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  during,  at  least, 
six  months. 

^....Every  Candidate  for  a  Dressership  shall,  hy  (lie  Secreta- 
ry, three  days  previous  to  one  ttf  the  stated  Meetinjrs  of  the 
Medical  Board,  give  in  his  petition  and  other  documents  to  the 
said  Bosird  >vho  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty^ 
to  decide  whether  he  shall  be  admitted  as  a  dresser. 

3. — Any  Dresser  violating  any  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Hospital,  shall  incur  the  penalty  of  expulsion  which 
judgment  shall  be  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Medical 
Board.

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CHAPTER  XIII. 

Of  the  Students  attending  the  Hospital, 

1.— Any  Student  of  Medicine,  on  paying  three  guineas  io 
the  Treasurer,  shall  receive  a  Ticket,  entitling  him  to  attend 
the  practice  of  the  Hospital,  during  one  year,  from  the  date  of 
such  Ticket. 

S. — The  Students  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  Patients  half  an 
hour  before  the  arrival  of  the  attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  re- 
main in  the  Wards  during  the  visits,  to  see  the  practice,  and  shall 
then  leave  the  Hospital,  unless  there  be  some  operation  to  be 
performed  after  the  visit ;  also  in  the  afternoon,  bet  wen  the  hours 
of  four  and  five,  from  the  first  of  November,  until  the  first  of 
May,  and  between  five  and  six  during  the  remainder  of  the  year 
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d.-.'^o  J^tudent  shall,  during  his  visit,  disturb  nny  Patient,  or 
Vatients,  who  iimy  be  sleeping. 

|._.X„  Student  shall  go  to  any  part  of  the  house,  but  the 
Wards,  and  the  Room  for  taking  down  the  cases  of  the  Pa- 
tiiMils,  without  special  permission.  > 

5.— Every  Student  shall  have  it  in  his  power  to  be  present  at 
any  operation  or  dissection  occurring  in  the  Huspitul. 

C. — If  the  Case  books  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the 
Hospital  shall  nbt,  at  the  hours  prescribed  for  the  Students  to 
takedown  cases,  be  in  the  room  provided  for  that  purpos<?,  the 
Student  or  Students,  requiring  the  said  booki,  shall  send  one  of 
the  Nurses  to  the  Apothecary's  shop  for  them. 

7. — The  Students  shall  have  the  aforesaid  books,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  down  cases  of  Patients,  between  the  hours  of  half 
past  ten,  and  half  post  eleven,  a.  m.  of  each  and  every  day ;  but 
(hey  shall  not,  at  this  visit,  enter  the  Wards  without  special  per- 
mission. 

8. — Any  Student,  on  paying  to  the  Treasurer  Six  Guineas, 
also,  any  Student,  who  shall  have  already  paid  Three  Guineas, 
aud  who  shall,at  any  time  af  er,  pay  Three  Guineas  more,  shall 
receive  from  tlie  Treasurer  a  perpetual  ticket  of  attendance. 

9. — The  Students  are  to  behave  with  respect  and  decorum  in 
the  Hospital,  and  any  one  of  their  violating  any  of  the 
llulcs  or  Regulations,  shall  incur  the  penalty  of  expulsion, 
which  penalty  sHall  be  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Medical 
Board. 


CHAPTER  XIV. 

Of  the  Matron, 

I. — The  Matron  shall  visit  the  Wards  of  the  Hospital,  every

and  repcirl  (o  the  House  Piiysiciiin  or  Surgeon  the  names  ofMich 
Patients  as  areal)scr)t  ^^i(h(>ut  leave  IVoin  their  res])ectivc  Wards. 

y. — Siie  shall  have  Im  diar-jje  the  Keys  of  the  outer  doors  and 
fjates,  aad  see  tliiit  the  same  are  h)el.ed  at  ten  o'cUu-k,  P.  m.  and 
liot  opened  bet'oio  six  a.  m.  from  the  first  of  May,  to  the  firbt 
of  NoveinlnT,  und  hui.ed  ;u  eij^ht  p.m.  and  not  opened  before 
fjcven  A.  M.  dnrini?  the  remainder  of  the  year,  unless  ordered 
otlKTivise  l)y  t'le  Committee  of  ^^ana^;en>ent,  or  in  eases  of 
cnuTM^eney  for  th;;  service  of  the  Patients. 

3.— Sheshallover.see  therondnet  ofthe  Patientsand  Servants, 
and  tike  care  that thv'i  Warils>  Appartinents,  IJeds,  Clothes, Li- 
nen, titc.  are  kept  clea.i,  and  in  p)od  order. 

4. — She  sliall  have  the  char<]^e  of  all  the  Furniture  and  ;»oods 
beloii^iiiijf  to  the  Hospital,  .is  far  as  rcij^ards  her  de|)artment. 

5. — She  shall,  immediatel>  on  the  admission  of  a  Patient,  take 
an  inventory  of  his  or  her  cloihes,  and  other  effects,  and  deliver 
the  same  to  the  House  Physiclun  or  Surgeon,  she  shall  then 
cause  the  clothes  to  be  ])urified,  if  necessary,  and  shall  be  ac- 
countable tor  the  safe  delivery  of  tiie  same  to  the  Patient,  on 
leaving-  the  Hospital  or,  in  casa  of  death,  to  any  person,  who 
s>hall  have  proper  authority  to  receive  them. 

6. — She  shall  report  any  misconduct  of  lli'  Patients  or  Ser- 
vants, or  any  other  iregularity  occurring  in  the  house,  to  tha  at- 
tending Physician  or  Surgeon  ;  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  iiouse 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  and  to  the  Committee  of  Management. 

7.  She  shall  pi  event  any  thing  being  taken  iiito  the  Wards, 
except  that  which  is  onlercd. 

8.  She  sliall  ot  admit  any  person  or  persons  to  see  any 
Patient  or  Patients,  except  at  the  hours  specified  by  the  Medical 
Board  ofthe  Hospital. 

9.  When  a  patien,  shall  be  considered  in  a  dangerous  state 
the  Matron,  if  such  Patient  wish  it,    shall  send  immediately  for 
such  Clergyman  as  i\:c  Patiant  may  desire. 
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10. — She  shfil!  .Mjpriiitond  (he  prej^nriit/  ot'thf  diet  nf  thf 
pntirnts,  and  l)r  piirtiriiiiir,  !hiit  the  said  il.ct,  in  'Aw  fjiiaiiiity, 
and  at  the  time  prcscribrd,  be  ^ivefi,  and  nodiini,'  else.  Site  «hall 
also  keep  a  diet  lis>t,  >vlth  the  nnniber  of  [lalicnts  on  eiuh  diet. 

II. — Wlienadca<h  occurs,  the  Matron  Audi  immediately 
report  tlie  same  to  (he  House  Physician  or  Suri^er.m. 

I'i. —  When  a  Palient  is  seized  uilhvioler.t  (iraIurn,*T  symp- 
toms, she  shall  innnediately  report  the  same  (o  itie  Physician  ur 
Surgeon  in  atleiulance,  or,  in  his  absence,  io  the  llouiC  Physi- 
cian or  Surgeon.  . 

13. — One  hour  a((nr  the  death  of  any  Patient,  she  shall  cause 
the  body  to  be  (;<urud  to  the  dead  house,  and  there  washed  and 
decently  laid  out. 

14. — Tik  Matron  jihall  give  timely  notice  to  the  Committee 
of  Managcinent,  when  any  of  the  Stores,  ike.  in  her  ciiarge  are 
nearly  expended. 

15. — She  shall  not  absent  herself  from  the  Hospital,  without 
ihc  leave  of  the  House  Physician  and  Surgeon, 


CHAPTER  XV. 

0/  the  Nurses, 

1. — When  a  Patient  is  admitted  into  the  Hospital,  the  Nurs«i 
of  the  Ward,  to  which  such  Patisnt  may  have  been  sent,  shall  im- 
viiediate-^  ..ash  his  or  her  face  and  hands,  neck  and  arras,  feet 
and  legs  with  tepid  water  ;  she  shall  give  him  or  her  (if  he  or 
she  have  none)  an  Hospital  shirt  and  nightcap,  and  shall  deliver, 
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without  delay,  his  or  her  clothes,  to  the  person  entrusted  with  the 
-washing  of  the  Hospital^  that  the  same  may  be  purified  and 
cleansed. 

2.--The  Nurse,  shall  at  the  next  visit,  state  to  the  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon  such  circumstance  or  circumstances,  as  may 
tend  to  throw  light  on  the  case,  and  shall  be  ready  to  do  th« 
same,  if  required,  at  each  succeeding  visit. 

3. — She  shall  punctually  observe  and  obey  all  .and  every  order 
given  to  her  concerning  the  Patients,  by  the  attending  Physician 
or  Surgeon. 

4. — In  the  event  of  any  Patient  being  seized  with  violent  or 
alarming  symptoms,  she  shall  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to 
the  iMatron. 

5. — Tlic  Nurses,  when  ordered  by  the  Matron,  shall  change 
the  Patients'  linen,    bed-linen,  and  bedding. 

C. — The  Nurses  shall  immediately,  after  each  ami  every  visit 
carry  the  Prescription-lmoks  to  the  Apothecary's  shop,  that  the 
Medicines,  &:c.  be  forthwith  made  up. 

7. — They  shall  receive  no  Medicines  sent  from  the  Apothe- 
cary's shop  to  the  Wards,  not  labelled  and  directed. 

8. — When  a  death  occurs,  the  Nurse  of  the  Ward  shall  imme- 
diately give  information  thereof  to  the  Matron. 

9.— They  shall  clean  their  respective  Wards,  &c.  at  seven 
A.  M.  from  the  first  of  May  to  the  first  of  November,  and  at 
eight  A.  M.  the  remainch'r  of  the  year^ 

10. — The  Nurses  shall  be  diligent  in  complying  with  the  or* 
dcrs  of  the  House  Physician,  Surgeon  and  Matron,  and  they 
shall  behave  with  tenderness  to  the  Patients. 

U. — They  are  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  Patients,  and 
frequently  to  supply  them  with  drink,  and  assist  them,  w'lcn 
thev  are  unable  to  assist  themselves,  and  when  they  are  able,  to 
place  the  vessel  or  vessels  containing  their  drink,  commodiously 
within  their  reach,  and  lake  care  that  they  be  nevsr  empty. 
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12. — They  shall  see  that  the  Patients  take  their  Medicines  as 
prescribed. 

13. — They  shall  never,  on  any  account,  allow  any  thing  to 
be  brought  into  the  Wards,  or  given  to  tlie  Patients,  except 
that  which  is  ordered, 

14. — They  shall  give  immediate  notice  fo  tlie  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  or,  in  his  absence,  <o1he  Bouse  Physi- 
cian or  Surgeon,  or  to  the  Matron,  who  shall  communicate  to 
jtny  of  the  former,  when  any  Patient  or  Patients  shall  have  vio- 
lated any  of  the  Rules  or  Regulations  of  the  Hospital. 

15. — They  shall  eat  their  meals  in  their  own  rooms  ;  they  shall 
never  leave  their  respective  Wards,  except  when  their  duty 
requires  it ;  nor  shall  they  leave  the  Hospital,  without  special 
permission  from  the  House  Physician  or  burgeon  and  Matron. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

Of  the  Admission  vj  Palienis. 

1. — Every  Director  and  Medical  Officer  of  the  Hospital, 
and  the  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Congregations  of  this 
city,  may  recommend  Patients  to  be  admitted  into  the  Hospi- 
tal, in  the  manner  and  form  herein  after  prescribed  ;  but  it 
sh^U  be  the  exclusive  prerogative  of  the  attending  Physician  or 
Surgeon,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  judge,  if  the  person  or  persons, 
so  recommended,  be  fit  objects  for  admission. 

2. — -In  any  urgent  case,  when  delay  may  be  dangerous, 
the  house  Physician  or  Surgeon  shall  have  power  to  admit 
Patients,  and  he  shall  immediately  give  information  of  the  same 
to  the  attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  as  the  case  may  be,  or, 
if  he  cannot  be  fouud,  to  any  other  of  the  medical  Board  of  the 
Hospital. 
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5. — No  Patient  sliall  be  arlmitted  inio  tlic  If ospital,  ■whose 
case  shall  be  considered  incurable,  or  wlio  is  insiine,  nor  any, 
wliose  case  does  not  require  the  particular  benefit  of  in-door 
practice. 

4. — No  woman  in  advanced  pregnancy,  shall  be  admitted  as 
an  in-door  Patient. 

5. — No  children,  under  six  ye:irs  of  .nge,  except,  in  cases 
where  the  greater  operations  are  to  be  performed,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  Hospital. 

6. — Such  Patients,  as  a  re  unable  to  pay  for  their  maintenance, 
shall  be  received  as  paupers  ;  such  as  are  able  to  pay,  shall  be 
admitted,  into  the  Hospital,  as  pay  Patients,  and  none  of  these 
at  less  than  five  shillings  per  Aveok. 

7. — The  person  reconmiending  any  Patient  or  Patients,  shall 
mention,  in  the  certificate  for  admission,  if  the  Patient  or  Pa- 
tients lecommended  be  paupers,  and  if  not,  the  sum  they 
are  to  pay  per  week. 

8.— No  Patient  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Hospital  as  a  pau- 
per, who  does  not  reside  in  the  city  or  parish  of  Montreal ;  and 
the  person  or  persons,  wlio  shall  recommend  any  Patient  or  Pa- 
tients, who  do  not  reside  in  the  city  or  parish  aforesaid,  shall 
become  responsible  for  the  payment j)f  the  Hospital  dues,  for 
such  Patient  or  Patietits,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  shil- 
lings per  week  ;  and  in  case  of  his  or  her  death,  he  shall  also  be 
bound  te  defray  the  expences  of  the  Funeral,  which  shall  not 
exceed  twenty-two  shillings  and  six  pence. 

9. — Patients  shall  not  be  admitted  into  the  Lock- Wards,  as 
paupers,  but  each  and  every  Lock- Ward  Patient  shall  pay, 
at  least,  five  shillings  per  week,  the  first  time,  and  not  less  then 
ten  shillings  per  week,  the  second  time  of  his  or  her  admis- 
sion. 

10. — Two  Beds  (one  in  the  Men's,  and  one  in  the  Women's 
Wards)    shall  be  kept  in  reserve,  to  receive  such  patients  as 
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limy,  from  sudden  accident  be  in  need  of  immediate  relief. 

11. — The  i\pplicants  for  admission  shall  attend,  at  the 
place  appointed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  Hospital,  at  the 
visiting  Iiour  of  the  attending  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

CHAPTER  XVII. 

Of  (lie   Palknls. 


i. — No  Patient  sliall  smoke  in  the  House,  or  in  the  Galleries  ; 
make  use  of  obscene  or  profane  language  ;  nor  leave  the  ward, 
in  which  he  or  she  simll  have  been  placed,  without  special  per- 
mission from  the  attending  Piiyj-ician  or  Surgeon. 

2. — The  Palit'utsshall  not  to  play  at  Cards,  Dice,  or  any  other 


game. 


o. — They  shall  conduct  themselves  with  due  respect  to  the 
Matron,  Nurses,  a  nd  other  servants  of  the  Hospital. 

4. — No  male  palicnt,  under  any  pretence  whatever,  sliall 
enter  the  appartments  or  Wards  for  females,  nor  a  female 
Patient  enter  the  apartnif  nts  or  Wards  for  males. 

5. — All  Patients  shall  prohibit  their  friends  from  bringing  to 
them,  nor  shall  they  use  any  thing  whatever,  except  the 
diet  prercribed,  without  special  permission  from  the  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon. 

G. — Every  Patient  shall  retire  to  bed  at  Nine  P.  M.  from 
the  first  of  May  to  the  first  of  November,  and  at  Eight  P.

1. — They  shall  attend  in  the  place,  and  at  the  hour,  appoin- 
ted by  the  Medical  Board,  for  giving  .idvicc  and  Medicines  to 
the  poor  gratis ;  and  if  any  of  them  absent  themselves  twice  in 
succession,  without  leave  from  the  attending  Pliysician  or  Sur- 
geon, he  or  she  shall  thereby  incur  the  penalty  of  dismissal. 

2. — The  names  of  the  out  Patients  shall  be  entered  in  a  Book 
kept  for  the  purpose,  with  their  age,  coraplc'nt,  the  time  of  ad- 
mission, and  the  termination  of  the  disease,  as  far  as  it  can  be

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CHAPTER  XXX. 


Of  Vaccination. 

1 — On  any  of  the  clan's  appointed  hy  the  Medical  Board  for 
inoculating  the  poor  gralis,  any  person  or  persons,  without  the 
recommendation  required  for  the  admission  of  Patients  to  the 
Hospital,  may  present  their  children  for  inoculation. 

S.—The  hour  for  inoculalion,  on  the  aforesaid  appointed 
days,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Medical  Board. 

3. — The  person  or  persons,  who  shall  inoculate  any  children, 
or  other  persons,  on  any  of  the  above  stated  days,  shall  register 
in  a  Book,  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  kept  for  the  purpose, 
Hie  name,  age,  and  sex  of  each  and  every  individual  so  inocula- 
ted, the  part  of  the  boily  on  which  the  inoculation  has  been  per- 
formed, the  date,  progress,  and  termination  of  each  and  every 
case. 

4  — Each  and  every  person, bringing  a  child  or  children  for 
Vaccination,  shall  deposit  two  shillings  and  six  pense,  as  a  pledge 
of  returning  once  at  least,  with  the  child  or  children,  on  a 
day  fixed  by  the  inoculator,  that  the  appearance  may  be 
noted  ;  the  non-compliance  with  this  rule  will  incur  the  forfie- 
ture  of  the  deposit ;  but  upon  due  compliance,  it  will  be  return- 
ed.

CHAPTER  XX. 

Of  the  Penalty  for  receiving  any  Fee  or  Reward. 
1. — ^No  Director,  Officer,  or  other  person  connected  with  the 
Montreal  General  Hospital,  shall,  at  any  time,  presume  under 
any  pretence  whatever,  on  pain  of  expulsion,  to  give  io,  or  to  take 
from  any  Tradesman,  Patient,  servant,  or  any  other  person  or 
persons,  any  fee,  reward,  or  gratuity  of  whatsoever  kind,  direct- 
ly or  indirectly,  for  any  service  or  services  done,  or  to  be  done, 
er  proposed  to  be  done,  on  account  of  the  said  Hospital.
